The King has made Gentleman of his Bed-chamber, Don 
Jofeph Arragonez, Marquis of St. Michael, asa Reward for the new Settlement 
made by him in the Province of Fojos, in the Kingdom of the Philrppines, con= 
taining 240 Leagues in Circumierence; having built 4 Forts there at his own 
Expence, eftablifhed a Garrifon, repaired fix Churches belonging to the Miffio- 
mries there, and buile three new. 

Prague, Oftob. 20. Her Imperial Majefty will fet out for Vienna the 16 of next 
Month, and be 20 Days in performing her Journey. 

Copenhagen, Oétober 26. Laft Saturday the Queen was delivered of a Princeis, 
who next Day was Baptized, by the Name of Chriftiana Charlotte,

Wye’s Letter verbatim, London October 31, 1723. 


HEY write from Paris of the 3d of November, That the King’ had hae 

med Mr. d’Argenfon Intendant of Perpignan, to go Ambatiador to Con 

ftantinople, to relicve Mr. de Bonac, who is now there. From whence 
they write, That the Dcfigns of the Tarks in the prefent Jundture, feem only to 
ferd Affiftance to Meriweys, and not to come openly co a Rupture with the 
Czar; who, asthe Letters fiom Mufcovy advife, has aGually fen: General Cre. 
remctoff to Conftantinople, and that he is to take his Way thro’ the Cza¢’s Coa- 
queits in Perfia, who are fo well provided, as to be in a Condition to baff: all 
the Enterprizes that Merweys might form againit them: Befides which, the 
Mutcovite Governor there, having received another Reinforéement, and joined 
the Sophi’s Army, which confilts of goooo Men, will be enabled co make head 
againft Mcriweys, ard give him Battle. 

We are to adde to the Account given at the Clofe of our Laft, from Madrid, 
That bis Catholic Majefty- has made the Marquis de St. Michael, a Lord of his 
Bed-chamber, in Reward for the new S:ttlement he has made in the Philippine 
Iflai.ds inthe Ealt Indies, of 240 Leagues in Circumference, where he has caus 
4 Fortrefles to be built, and dodged a good Garrifon ia cach of them, and re 
paired fix Churches of the Mifficnaties there, and ere&ted 3 new ones, and al 
at bis own Charge.
